As an emphatic denial to the general opinion that there was nothing for “the 
girls they left behind” to de but knit and wait after the 200 or more State 
Cniversity men joined the colors, three women of the varsity volunteered their 
serviers t0 American and were accepteal. 

The first to go was Alpha Buse, ‘06, who was doing post-graduate work in the 
journalism school when she received an appointment to a government position 
at Washington, 0. C., having successfully passed a eivil service examination. On 
November 19, 1017, Miss Buse left for the national capital, Her first work was 
in the forestry headquarters, but she was soon transferred to the war department 
aml worked there under the direction of Billy Sunday's son, 

Now she ts in the aviation servier, wecupying a confidential position, in charge 
af the summarizing, charting and securing of information which shonld be 
hroneht to the attention of the elief of the division. 

The second of the co-ed trio is Ethel Johostan, “20, who also passed the civil 
service examination with honors. Although she had not vet reeeived her ap- 
pointhient, she ‘took a chance’ and left for Washington with Miss DGuse, and 
is mew working with the American Red Cross Couneil at the national head- 
‘arters, 

And the third is Helen MeCarthy, ‘18, Her position in the military is nnique.

Although the war has entered the School of Law and reaped down the attend- 
ance of the men from thirty to forty per cent, and there is danver of losing more 
since they are all above the draft age, still the school is going “‘over the top”’. 
and this vear the women of the University are awakening to the oppeurtonities 
in law, for there are now six 
women enrolled in the Law 
School, 

One of the most netable 
changes in the Seliool of 
Law. which went into effect 
in the middle of the vear, is 
that the large tuition fees 
were done away with by an 
act of the State Board of

ment. The School of Law is now able to stand on its own feet, financially, 

The evrowth of the School of Law has been miraculous sinee its hevionings mn 
1911 when it was established as a department of the University of Montana, by 
a speciul act of the Legislature. It oeeupies crowded Quarters on one entire 
floor in the Library building, where the Law Library reading room, class rooms 
and offices of the faculty are loeated. 

The scheol has # good working library composed of more than six thousand 
voliimes, incinding the Reporter system, Digests, and all leading collections of 
cases, in addition to the State Reports of a number of states and all leading 
Encyclopedias, The first equipment of the hbrary was donated by the widow 
of the Hon, William Wirt Dixon, and later was supplemented by the library of 
the late Col. T. C. Marshall. by funds donated by Mrs. W. W, Dixon, The sehool, 
voder the will of Mrs. Dixon, received another valuable gift, which will make 
possible the endewment of a professorship in law, and the enlargement of the 
brary 

The progress and standing of the Law Sehool have heen reeogmized by the Law 
School world. The school was admitted to membership in the Assoejation of 
American Law Sehools in 1914 and in 1915 the State Legislature authorized the 
ndlmission te the bar of graduates of the school without examination. This year 
the two local fraternities, Pi Delta Alpha and Alpha Omega, combined forees to 


petitiom for a charter in Phi Delta Phi. the International Legal Fraternity,

The entrance requirements are kept unusually high. Regular students who 
are candidates for degrees must have two vears of college work and all entering 
students not possessing this qualification are urged to take the combined course 
of five vears leading to the degrees of A.B. and LL.B, However, students who 
are not candidates to degrees are admitted if they are over twenty-one years 
of age. 

The regular law course requires three years. The courses are practically the 
same as offered by the leading schools of the American Association—and the 
method is the same—the case system, supplemented by lectures and assigned 
readings. The law studied is for use in western states so consequently, with its 
high standing, this Schoo! of Law not only attracts Montana men, but men from 
all sections of the United States, who wish to practice law in the west. 

There are five professors in the School of Law and three social lecturers. A, N. 
Whitlock is dean of the School of Law.

Advertising, circulation, depart- 
mental organizations, newspaper history and photography form the more prae- 
tical set of subjects which are put into practice and form a valuable part of the 
newspaper drilling. 

The texts of the Sehool of Journalism are the leading representative wews- 
papers in the United States, and also the leading magazines whieh are especially

The courses in commercial art are not theoretieal but tried courses, representing 
many vears of practical experience in illustrating and newspaper work, Mr. 
Schwalm’s work is accepted by eastern publications and newspapers, 

The course in the History and Appreciation of Art gives the student an ap- 
preciation amd understanding of art and familiarizes him with the characteristics 
and paintings Of the great painters of all times, 

The teacher's art course is intended primarily for those students expecting 


to teach or supervise in the public schools, The course gives problems not only 
suitable for the grades and high school work, but also is planned throughout to 
develop the originality and artistic feeling of the student, 

The art school emphasizes hand work—or handicraft, in which plans are not 
only designed but are carried out and produced in metals and leather. Jewelry 
making in silver and copper is another type of this fascinating work. 
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‘The School of Music 


The University believes that for those desiring a thorough familiarity with 
and mastery of music, either theoretical, instrumental or voeal, the Sehool of 
Music now offers the best advantages to be found in the Northwest. Although 
the School of Music is scattered over the campus from the tower of University 
Hall to cozy bungalow shacks on the campus, 
the work is carried on by talented jnstruc- 
tors, who not only have talent but also the 
ability to instruct, and are making every sae- 
rifice to make **music the universal language 
of mankind’”’ and develop any talent that is 
given to their training. 

The Sehvol of Music has four faculty mem- 
bers: De Loss Smith, dean of the school and 
professor of voice; KE. Orlo Bangs, assistant to 
Professor Smith; Josephine Swenson, profes- 
sor of plane, and Cecil E, Burleigh, professor 
of violin. Professors Smith and Bangs have 
studied nnder the ‘west vocal teachers in the 
United States, and Professors Burleigh and 
Swenson are pupils of famous European mas- 
ters, Professor Burleigh is recognized as one 
of the foremost COM POsers in this COMETS 

When Professor De Loss Smith came to the 
Universit, in 1%l4—the School of Music did 

DE LOSS SMITH not exist—in fact there was only piano in- 
eile oa lcmamgste ena struction. The field was open and ready for 
Organization and needed an organizer of steady courage and ambition energy, 
Professor Smith was equal to the occasion, und forged ahead, first to create a 
Department of Music 

In 1915 a Glee Club was formed, which made a tour of the state and in 1916 
the demand was so great that again the Montana State University Glee Club 
toured the state. This vear the Men’s Glee Club was disbanded on account 
of the war. However, the Woman's Glee Club is a strong factor, 

It became evident that ‘‘musie was an economic need’’ and the need of a 
violin instructor was felt. Through the efforts of Professor Smith, Cecil Bur- 
leigh, professor of violin and a composer of nationwide fame, was added to the 


faculty, appointed hy the State Board of Ednueation. 
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The School of Pharmacy 


Even though the war has called away the men from the School of Pharmacy 
it has open d the eves of the young women of the University to opportunities in 
this field with the result that a large number of young women have registered tn 
this work for their major study 

The objects and atims of the Montana 
School of Pharmacy are to assist the pro 
fession, by training students efficiently 
for the \» sitions in the various fields of 
the calling—of retail pharmacy, of re 
search work, for army and navy work, 
amd for fitting the students to serve as 
state or national drug inspectors and 
wnalysts, and also to prepare teachers of 
pharmacy. The School of Pharmacy also 
sccks to assist the medical profession, of 
Which if occupies a necessary, separate 
and distinct field. in the accumulation of 
scientific knowledge concerning medi 
cines. 

“Tf it accomplishes these aims and ob- 
jects,’ the head of the school, Charles 
K. Mollet, states, ‘‘the School of Phar 


macy will add much to the social and 


economic Welfare of the community, state 
and nation,’ 

One of the features of the School of Pharmacy is a drive garden which is 
ingintained on the University grounds, which offers an Oppértimity for studs 
of the medicinal plants of Montana 

The scientific and commercial aspects of pharmacy have been advanced by the 
students of the Montana School of Pharmacy, by the formation of a Pharma 
ceutical Society which also tends to promote wood fellowship amony the sinderts

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‘The Departments 


English 

The English Department has undertaken the work of making the University 
the center for the state in dramatic impersonation and with this beginning hopes 
in time to be able to do something over the state. The idea is to build up intelli- 
venee in aeting—a phase which has hitherte been rather negleeted, The Seminar 
—in which the student is allowed to choose some subject for extensive and in- 
tensive strdy-—is another departure of the English department this year, The 
English course is arranged to prepare teachers of English to be intelligent erities 
of written work. Professor G. R. Coffman is in charge of the English depart- 
ment, with four associate professors, 


Modern Languages 


It is the aim of the Department of Modern Langiages, which offers Spanish 
and French, not only to give the student a grammatical knowledge of them, but 
also to emphasize the commercial and historical interests of the countries. An- 
other aim is to familiarize the student with the technical and scientific language, 
so that he who majors in science will be able to read the scientific publications in 
the original, The third aiw is to acquaint the student with the literary produe- 
tions of the nations amd with some of the works of the greatest writers, Due to 
the conditions and relationships between the nations called up by this war, em- 
phasis is being placed upon the study of Spanish and Freneh, Professor F.C. 
Seheuch is the head of the Department of Modern Languages. 


Education 

The Department of Edueation has so grown that already preliminary steps 
have heen taken to establish a School of Ednueation, About thirty-five students 
of the June, 1918, graduating elass will reevive the state certificates from this 
departownt, authorizing them to teach in the high schools of the state of Montana, 
The Departwent of Edneation has been strengthened by President E. O. Sisson 
wiving a portion of his time to class work in that field. The Board of Recom- 
mendations, of whieh the head of the department, Freeman Daughters, is chair- 
man, has become increasingly serviceable to the administrative heads of the public 
schools of the state. 


Economics and Sociology 


Two new courses, International Relations and Economie Conservations, were 
offered this year by the Department of Economies and Sociology on account of 
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the war, and all other classes have been modified so that the eeononios and 
finances of the war eculd be tochiled. National recognition tas been given to 
the professors of this department. Professor 1 1, Underwood is a member of 
the National Keonomie Association on Utilization of Resontrees, and Dir, Louis 
Levine isa member of the Program of National Tax Association, 


Greek and Latin 
The Department of Latin and Groek aims not only to vive the student a wide 
rending knowledge of both Latin and Greek, but also te give an insight into the 
lives of the ancients. Emphasis is also placed woon an understanding of the 
cpammar—since the greatest achievement of aty peuple is its language. Pro- 
fesse WM. Aber is head of this departinent, 


Mathematics 


The Department of Mathematics lias what ts considered the best mathematics 
library hetwoen Minneapolis and the Pacific Coast iid is thonmghly eqpiipped 
to meet all demands cf the students. The library consists not only of complete 
sets of all the American mathematical journals but also complete sets of several 
of the most important Foreign journals. The current volumes of all the important 
wathenmatical journals are in the University library, Professor N. J. Lennes ts 
head of the departioent. He has published numerous text leoks, 


Histor) and Political Science 
The aim ef the Department of Tistory and Politieal Seience is te include all 
pliases of history that will give an understanding of Continental European 
History, American History, the institutions of government and Political Seienee. 
The histury courses survey the progress of man sinee the very beginnings of 
revorded history until the present time. Professor WH. A, Trexler is in charge of 
this department, 


Botany 


The Department af Botany his as its first wim, the presentation of the sciener 
in its general aspects and its hearings upon life and material progress, hoth for 
ciltural education and asa foundation for professional studies and practice, The 
second aim is also edoeational, but in a tiroader seme, in that the attempt is 
nade to bring to the attention of the people of the state and elsewhere something 
of the more srenifieant features of the Metin Flora ad the value of the seiener 
it its econmoic earings. Problems concerning the vewetation of Montana are 
nnider investigation; some papers have alrenily been published and others are in 
preparation. This department ts in charze of Professor J. FE. Kirkwood, 


Geology 


The Department of Geology aims te train field men and fit them for profession- 
il service as economie mining geologists, ur te find places on the United States 
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Geologieal Survey or with such railrouds as the Northern Pacific, The Univer- 
sity is admirably situated for such work, located between the copper mines of 
Butte, and the silver. lead and zine mines of the Coeur d'Alene District. Pro- 
fessor 1. P. Rowe is at the head of this department. 
Chemistry 

The Chemistry Department aims to give the students the fundamental prin- 
ciples of this seience and to create the habit of scientific thought. Certain courses 
are given which are supplementary to other majors, sich as pharmacy, medicine, 
biology aud home economies. This year a course was offered in Food Analysis, 
in connection with the Department of Home Economies, Conrses are arranged 
for those who wish to make chemistry a profession, either for technical work or 
for rewarch. Profesor R, OL Jesse is head of this departinent, 


Physics 

The Department of Physies is another science that will he placed in the Nat- 
ural Science Building, although only temporarily. Plans for fixtures for this 
department are being worked out, however, The department aims to train teach- 
ers of high school physies, to give such work as is suited for those stadents who 
desire physies as a part of their enltural education, and to provide for those who 
desire to major in physics as preparation for more detailed study in graduate 
work. Professor Robert N. Thompson is in charge of this department, 


Biology 

The Department of Bioloxy is one of the departments of natural science which 
will be housed in the Mall of Natural Science next vear, if the architectural plans 
are completed, The department aims to give an insight into the methods of 
study and observation of nature, and to provide pre-medieal instruction, and 
train teachers of biology. When this department enters the new hall, the seat- 
tered specimens of the museum will be colleeted, which then will be of the most 
practical we This department is in charge of Professor Morton J. Elrod. 


Psychology 


lo a word, the Department of Psychology is trying to understand human pature 
better. According to Professor F, O. Smith, head of the department, the war is 
partly due to poor psyvhology and it is his belief that when human nature is 
understoud better, there will he permanent peace. This department is organized 
to meet the needs of war. and to select classes for the needs. Social Psychology 
is being studied with a war viewpoint this year—with a study of the race and the 
croup—a national one. The eourse in Mental Tests, which are used in the army 
to test the mental fitness of reeruits, is being emphasized. 


Business Administration 
The aim of the Department of Business Administration is to train men and 


women for efficient service in business life. It intends to do more than fit them

A scarcity of material proved a fatal handicap to the ehampion- 
ship aspirations of the 1917 Bruin baseball nine, thongh the team 
presented sturdy opposition inall the games in which it participated 
during the season, But one vietory, gained after a terrific twelve- 
inning struggle with the University of Idaho on Montana field, was 
recorded, the remainder of the eight games played resulting in 
defeats for the Montana nine, 

Captain Lawson Sanderson, the most feared slugger in the north- 
west, amd Hugh Kent, pitcher, were the only veterans available 
when the season opened, three 1916 stars who were in school being 
ineligiile to play. Sanderson held down the shortstop position 
Curing the season and accumulated a batting average of 3340, which 
eventually earned him a berth in the Northwestern league. Kent 
ig credited with the Bruins’ lone victory, and pitched stellar ball at 
all times. 

Larry Jones, though inexperienced, performed well behind the 
hat, while Herbert Vitt, the husky south-paw, hurled well, The 
infield was composad of Reardon at first, Loranger at second, Cape 
fain Sanderson at short, and Grossman at third, Peak, Beebe, Brown, 
Woehner and Johnson performed in the outfield, the weak spot of 
the team’s defense, in the various games. Sanderson led the team 
#t bat. with little Giiseman a clige second with an average of 410.

Home Economics 


The Home Eeonomics Department endeavers to train young women in the 
wonomie and scientific administration of the household, to present the place of 
the home in seeiety as a cultural unit, te prepare teachers of Hone KBeonomies 
in secondary schools and colleges, and to prepare social and institutional workers. 
Four years of regular university work are required to obtain the degree of Bach- 
elor of Science in Wome Economics, The main headings of this department are 
Foods, Clothing and Shelter. Miss Gertrude Paxton is chairman of this de- 
partment and head of Clothing, while Miss Ella Woods is the head of Foods. 


Physical Education 

The men of the University now reevive their physical training in a military 
aspect under the leadership of Captain W. J. MeCormick. Miss Ina E, Gittings, 
formerly director of the Women’s Gymnasium at the University of Nebraska, is 
conducting a fall schedule of work for women. The purpose of this department 
is to conserve and produce health, Individual attention is given to each girl, 
and corrective exercises given for defects, Personal Hygiene lectures are inter- 
spersed with practice work, Seasonal athletics are encouraged. First aid and 
home nursing courses are also given.
